So persistent, in fact, have been the ef- 
forts of the Austrian press to publish 
news of a nature unfavorable to the 
Italian arms that the Vienna represen- 
tatives of all the principal Italian jour-

Another imme- 
diate consequence, says “L’Humanite,” 
of the proclamation of the republic was 
the separation of church and state, a 
move which created such uneasiness in 
the minds of certain sovereigns and 
among the officials of the Roman Catho- 
le world, that a crusade was immedi- 
ately organized to restore the fallen 
monarchy and to defend the interests 
of Catholicism, whether real or sup- 
posed, 

The Paris Journal then proceeds to 
give a list of those who have taken part 
in this clerical-monarchical crusade.

advance to sweep in from every corner 
of the Ottoman empire, have been dis- 
appointed. On the contrary, there comes 
news of a large body of Turkish, and 
especially Young Turkish opinion, which 
aims at a Russo-Turkish understanding 
in favor of the proposal. We have 
Hilmi Pasha expressing his pleasure at 
‘a decided improvement in Russo-Turk- 
ish relations,” and there are persistent 
rumors, clearly untrue, that Turkey 
would be willing to conclude peace with 
(tuly, relinquish Tripoli, and satisfy at 
iast the importunity of Russia in regard 
to the Dardanelles, in return for “com- 
pensations in Persia.” 

And here, indeed, we have a commen- 
tary on Russia’s aims and intentions in 
Persia, and an entirely new factor in- 
troduced into the politics of Europe. It 
tells the careful observer many things. 
It tells him that ‘the war is not the only 
thing in Turkey. It tells him that the 
solidarity of Islam, which the late events 
in Europe and the mid east have done 
60 much to demonstrate, is rather inter- 
national than national. Yet, while Mu- 
hammadans the world over are sending 
in money in thousands ‘in support of 
the Turkish arms in Tripoli, and pro- 
tecting against the aggression of Russia 
in Persia, there is found in the city of 


the Caliph himself, a body of men, pro- 
‘fessed followers of Islam, 


willing to 
come to terms with the hereditary 
enemies of their country, and the giaours 
whose forefathers in their faith once 
worshiped in Agia Sophia: 

‘And this raiges a question. which as 
yet has scarcely been asked, but which 
one day in the near future will have to 
be answered. If Turkey and Italy con- 


,cluded peace tomorrow, on the basis of 


the cession of Tripoli to the latter, 
would the struggle in Tripoli come to an 
end, or would Turkey find in Tripoli 
something analogous to what France 
found in Paris in the days of the Com- 
mune? Would the Arab army in Tripoli 
obey the order from Constantinople to 
lay down their arms, or would it simply 
throw over its Turkish officers, or those 
of; them who remained loyal, and pro- 
claim a holy war? 


“The countfy itself.” said an Italian 


+ gentleman redently, as reported in these 
columns, 


“is|merely a Turkish colony 
and not an integral pari of the Turkish 
empire . . in the interior they have 
but little if any- authority at all, cer- 
tainly not sufficient t® force the natives 
to pay the required taxes.” 

If the Sublime Porte cannot make 
them pay ta..es,.can it make them lay 
down their arms? If Enver Bey can 
cross Egypt in disguise and join the 
defending army in Tripoli, so can others, 
and so will others. Skilled- officers from 
Turkey and soldiers of all ranks will 
make their way through devious paths 
to tlie standard of the Crescent. Gun 
running is easier in time of peace than 
in time of war, and guns would be run 
and stores of all kinds would pass in a 


-steady stream for the support of the

Action,-indeed, openly argues, in its 


‘columns, that the passage of arms and 


material across the Tunisian frontier is 
actually authorized by the Hague con- 
vention. 

“The war is over,” says the Official 
statement in the Tribuna. .“It only re- 
mains to wage a guerilla warfare.” It 
is indeed a big “only.” Napoleon learned 
something of it in Spain; and no one 
with any knowledge of the trouble Ab- 
‘del-Kader caused France, in very similar 
conditions in Algeria, or with any recol- 
lection of the exploits of Christian de 
Wet in South Africa, would care to speak 
lightly of guerilla warfare. For financial 
reasons, it has been pointed out, by 
thé Italian gentleman already quoted, 
Turkey ought to be glad to conclude 
peace. The close of the Turkish financial 
year will again, as always, disclose a 
deficit placed by many as high as £3.,- 
000,000, and every day the war is con- 
tinued adds to their huge financial bur- 
den. 


Expensive to Italy Also - 


But what is the position of Italv? and 
is she completely, or at all, outside the 
“great financial question?” ‘The finan- 
éial statement just published by the 
chancellor of the exchequer, Sig. Tedesco, 
though superficiglly satisfactory, de- 


_e@eives no one at all conversant with the 


social condition of the country. The 
statement shows a net surplus, at the 
close of the financial year, on June 30 
last, of £1,428,000, a surplus carried 
forward from the previous year of £860,- 
000, in all £2,288,000, and an estimated 
surplus on next vear of £2,360,000, all 
of which is “available for the war.” But 
the war is costing £60,000 a day, and 
these surpluses are only obtained by 
maintaining the salaries of officials at 
the lowest rate, and not 
off a terribly burdensome taxation un- 
der which the poor have groaned for 
many years. 

Tooked at fairly and impartially, the 
position of Italy becomes daily more 
dificult. Her trade with Turkey, care- 
fully fostered for many years, has tem- 
porarily come to an end, factories will 


soon be idle, and thousands of people |° 


out of work, and she is spending £60,- 
000 a day, and, in the words of her own 
ex-premier, “the war must be limited to 
Africa alone.” Her fleet, wherein she 
greatly trusted, is little use to her. 


The Dardanelles scare is none of 
Italy's making. At the mention of the 
word, Europe instinctively looks toward 
St. Petersburg, and it sees Monsieur 
Sazonoff, setting off on his journey to 
Paris to confer with Monsieur Izvolsky,

and Sir Francis Bertie, as L’Echo de 
Paris puts it, “sur toutes les questions 
j}de politique exterieure actuellement en 
suspens”—a diplomatic statement which 
deceives no one. 


Many Complications 


Never before, perhaps, during the past 
40 years, has the European situation 
presented so many complications. Poli- 
tical relations are everywhere in solu- 
tion, and a new grouping of the great 
powers, in the near future, seems more 
than ever inevitable. The triple alli- 
ance is shaking badly: “La campagne de 
la ‘Reichpost’ contre la triple-entente” 
is on the news bills on the boulevards. 
The clerical press of Vienna is up in 
arms against Count Aehrenthal, and 
daily returns to the attack upon Italy, 
while we have the calm and sane 
“Messaggero” of Rome declaring that 
“feelings of gratitude and attachment to 
the triple alliance has gradually given 
place to those of disgust and sorrow.” 

In the mid east we have a possible 
rapprochement in the most unexpected 
quarter between Russia and Turkey, and 
from north and south alike, tentative 
proposals that Itaiy should join the triple 
entente. Russia has reopened the Dar- 
danelles question. Turkey, to the con- 
sternation of every political pundit in 
Europe, has at any rate heard the idea 
without immediately declaring war, and 
England, to their still further demoraliz- 
ation, has not despatched warships to 
the Aegean. The Frankfurter Zéyung 
loudly inveighs against England’s “aban- 
doned principle,” and the Vienna Neue 
Freie Presse foretells a British betrayal 
of the traditional anti-Russian policy, To 
the bewildered question, “What next?” 
the prophet, wise in his generation, can 
only make the historic reply of the Eng- 
lish premier, “Wait and see!” 


Change Seen in Turkey 


(Special to the Monitor) 

CONSTANTINOPLE — Nothing could 
show more clearly the change which is 
coming over European politics, a 
chang: which presages a new grouping 
of countries, than the article which has 
recently appeared in the Tanin, the 
organ of the Young Turk party, under 
the editorship of Hussein Djahid Bey. 

A few years ago, the mere idea of 
Russia hinting at a claim to the passage 
of her warships through the Dardanelles 
would have aroused a storm in the 
Turkish press, which would have been 
reflected only in a less degree in the 
press of England, of Germany, and of 
other interested nations.” 

Today the press of England remains 
almost unmoved by the rumors of nego- 
tiations on the subject, while the editor 
of the Tanin actually prints an article 
in which he declares that, given certain 
conditions, the passage of the Darda- 
nelles by Russian warships could be 
made quite acceptable to the Porte. The 
conditions he lays down are that such 
permission should be given only to the 
vessels of the Black sea fleet, which 
should be allowed to pass into the 
Mediterranean one at a time, and under 
convoy of Turkish warships. 

This, while safeguarding-the interests 
of Turkey, would practically give Russia 
all she needs, as permission to pass her 
ships through, one at a time, would 
meet all her requirements, if those re- 
quirements were in view of eventualities 
with any other power than Turkey, 
while, in the event of the transfer be- 
ing made in a spirit hostile to Turkey, 
it could, of course, only be made by 
forcing the straits in the usual manner. 

At the same time, Turkey is not? in 
the least likely to make such a con- 
cession to Russia without requiring a 
quid pro quo. What that quid pro quo 
would be, the Tanin does not hint, 
though the editor has promised to in- 
form its readers later on. It is, how- 
ever, perfectly certain that there are 
numerous political eventualities in which 
the assistance of Russia would be of 
the utmost value to the Sublime Porte, 
indeed, these eventualities are too 
numerous even to begin to name.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS 


ELY topics are discussed in the 
following editorial comments: 


CHICAGO RECORD-HERALD — The 
loss of public documents by fire last 
spring at the Albany capitol and the 
risk of even more serious losees at 
Washington have prompted a bouy ‘of 
prominent citizens,members of the Amer- 
ican Historical Association, to advocate 
the construction of a national archives 
building. The nation’s documents at 
the federal capital are scattered, un- 
organized and ill-protected, though. of 
great range and value. Those of the 
treasury department date back to Ham- 
ilton; those of the war department con- 
tain the copious records of the revolu- 
tionary war, that of 1812, that with 
Mexico, as well as those of more recent 
struggles; those of the Indian olilice 
and the land office, in the department of 
the interior, are a mine for the study of 
the internal development of the United 
States. Finally there are the files of 
the Senate and House. It seems reason- 
able and desirable that the plans for the 
reconstruction and embellishment of of- 
ficial Washington should be made to 
include an edifice where the country’s 
records can be kept in safety and studied 
with convenience.

NEW YORK POST—The authorities 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, after considering offers of sites 
and aid from Springfield and other Mas- 
sachusetts cities, have finally decked to 
purchase 50 acres for its future home on 
the Cambridge bank of the Charles river, 
facing the new river basin. . But 
this removal to Cambridge, fortunate as 
it is, must awaken anew’ regrets that 
the institute could not have become af- 
liliated with Harvard. Here.are two 
great . schools to be within a 
couple of miles of each other. The Law- 
rence school of Harvard, now in pos- 
session of great means through the Me- 
Kay bequest, is to be developed, we be- 
lieve, more along the lines of graduate 
instruction: and inquiry. Nevertheless, 
if sentiment be barred, there should 
have been before this a close cooperation 
between the two institutions, if onby for 
reasons of economical management. It 
is almost as great an absurdity to have 
two such neighboring colleges ignoring 
each other as it is to attempt to biiild 
up at Tufts College, almost within sight 
of Harvard, another large institution of 
learning. 

CINCINNATI TIMES-STAR 
tomobile industry of the United States 
continues to ’hrive, but 
is not so entirely dependent upon 
domestic trade as it once was.

federal postoflice do 
more at smaller cost for alien patrons 
than it will do for home patrons. It 
pays to be a foreigner-when one has 
dealings with the American parcels post 
service, for the postoflice department will 
carry for strangers packages weighing 
up to 11 pounds for 12 cents a pound, 
while it charges an American 16 cents 
a pound and wilt not allow him to mail 
a package weighing more than four 
pounds. This extraordinary discrimina- 
tion against American citizens has 
existed since 1899, when the first for- 
eign parcels post convention—that with 
Germany—was negotiated. Yet Con- 
gress has obstinately neglected to put 
the American merchant and the Amer- 
ican consumer on an equality with the 
foreign merchant and consumer. It has 
countenanced the development of a 
highly important branch of the postal 
service, but only for the use of aliens. 
It is kinder to the outer world than to 
those of its own housebold, thus revers- 
ing all approved conceptions of patrio- 
tism and charity. 

WORCESTER TELEGRAM—This vear 
the farmers have raised wheat enough to 
give each family 10 barrels of flour, 150 
bushels of corn, 50 bushels of oats and 43 
bushels of potatoes. Somebody has to 
dispose of all that food, and if it is not 
eaten in the United States it will be ex- 
changed for cash in other countries and 
thus play a part in the general plan of 
living. There is' a good deal of talk 
about Americans wearing out those food 
supplies by much handling in the com- 
mercial places, and there is no doubt the 
cost of living is advanced by that much 
handling, because each handler demands 
a profit for his work. There is a possi- 
bility that the eptire people might live 
cheaper if they would insist on taking 
the produce direct from the farms or the 
milla where it is prepared for the cooks, 
but the handlers, who are called middle- 
men by the reformers, are evidently a 
natural product of the American habit of 
depending on somebody to wait on each 
family or community.

MONG the ancient piles that wit- 


i ness to the brave days of old, when 
#s a seat of eccleSiastical power St. An- 
drews played a great part in the drama 
of Scottish history, the slender ruined 
towers of its once vast cathedral arrest 
the attention of the traveler. 

Founded by Bishop Arnold in 1159, 
during the reign of Maleolm IV., the 
work was carried on by 10 of his suc- 
cessors, and only saw completion in 1318, 
four years after Bannockburn. The pre}- 
ate then in office was the patriot Bishop 
Lamberton, who had suffered imprison- 
ment at the hands of the English for 
placing the golden circlet on the head 
of Robert the Bruce at Scone in 1306. 

One hundred and fifty-eight years was 
this temple in building, and naturally 
the different parts exhibited a variety 
Of architectural styles... It 


will be ob-| 


served that the two surviving towers of | 


the eastern gable, the first portion to 
be erected, are simpler in design than 
the western tower. which has more elab- 
orate ornament. The completed struc- 
ture was crowned by five towers and a 
yreat steeple in the center. 
has it that the roof was covered with 
sheets of copper, which, reflecting the 
sun’s rays, formed a brilliant landmark 
visible to mariners far out in the Ger- 
man ocean. 


Its great size may be gauged from the 


picture which exhibits the length from 
gable to gable, 358 feet. This was oc- 
cupied partly by a nave 200 feet long 
by 62 feet wide, including the two lateral 
aisles. There were also a transept with 
an eastern aisle 160 feet long, a choir 
with two lateral] aisles 98 feet long, and 
at the eastern end a lady chapel 33 
feet in length. 

For almost 250 vears the 
retained its magnificence, but it fell in 
one day under the fury of the Scottish 
reformers, A. D. 1559, thus linking by 
its dedication and destruction the reigns 
of Robert the Bruce and Mary Queen of 
Scots, Scotland’s most famous rulers. 
Incited by Knox, who preached an in- 
flammatory sermon in the town 
the populace assailed the cathedral and 
reduced it to utter ruin. 

In defending this act of violence, so 
foolish and regrettable to the modern 
thought, Samuel Rogers, a clergyman and 
writer of local history, says: 

“It was the gorgeous decoration of the 
lofty cathedral, and dazzling display of 
the adorned abbey that bewildered the 
seuses of the common people, and iin- 
less those external allurements were re- 
moved, the reformer foreqaw that the

But 
i is not mpossible that 1f nations once began ‘to gain some apprecia- 
tion of the manner in which the wheels within wheels of the political 
machine act upon one another, the inevitable changes might take 
place rather sooner than later. . 

In an undoubtedly remarkable and penetrating speech, delivered 
recently in the House of Commons, Baron de Forest, the inheritor 
of the vast fortune of one of the millionaire financiers of Europe, 
alluded, with a trankness and courage few to his audience. to these 
underground currents of diplomacy. No doubt, he explained, the 
people of France and Germany imagined that, in the territory thev 
had recently acquired in Africa, they had enlarged their areas of 
trade. What they had failed to understand was that, though the 
names of the concessionaires of this country might be French or 
German, the capital which would work the concessions would be 
international. This is the explanation of certain mysterious phases 
of French diplomacy, referred to more than once in our columns. 
Which constituted an attempt to bring about an arrangement between 
I'rance and Germany, behind the backs, not only of Downing street, 
but of the Quai d Orsay. It is scarcely much advantage to have 
escaped fighting for the beaux veux of a grande dame of Versailles, 
in order to take up arms at the bidding of a cosmopolitan financier. 


\ CORRESPONDENT in the press very properly 
calls “amazing” the coftention by implication 
that because certain reading for students is 
made obligatory it must be repellent and 
futile. The obliging corollary to that is that 
students should not’ be so repelled, and how 
can futility better be avoided than by letting 
them do more or less as they choose? We 
shall take the liberty to copy a quotation 
from Huxley that this correspondent has in 
lis letter; we do not know whether it can be parsed, but.it is full of 
good sense: ‘Perhaps the best result of all education is the capacity 
to miake vourself do what you have to do when it must be done. 
whether vou like it or not.” This gives the whole thing in a nutshell; 
there 1s so much work to be done, there are so many to do it, there 
are so many that need to have it done; you cannot always pick and 
choose, and above all, when vou think that something tells you that 
the work is distasteful, it by no means follows that it is a true 
statement at ail. 

\Vere any system but this pursued and were every youth 
consulted as to what he felt like doing, the result would be altogether 
satisfactory to him, perhaps, but hardly to those that look at work 
as something to be done tor its ultimate results. It is a great thing 
to have a sense of perspective and to measure an act by the widening 
rays of good service'that will extend from it. The history of most 
of the men that the world calls great is an extended pro f of what 
we say. The rule may be twisted to serve ambition or to pander 
to greed; the real rule, that a man must labor today for the reward 
of tomorrow, remains the same. The history of the lives of nine 
great figures out of ten might safely be called so many stories of 
hard work. One cannot take up the biography of men like John 
Adams and Jefferson or Gladstone and Bright without being 
profoundly impressed with the volume of their labors.” The books 
they read, the letters they wrote, the statistics they pored over, the 
hours they waked when others slept, these have but one meaning, 
that nothing is done without labor. We like to sit down of an 
evening to startle ourselves with the pictures that Carlyle paints jp 
his historical works, but do we ever pause to think what a mass & 
printed matter he was willing to examine? We may be sure that 
much of it interested him not much more than it would us. surely 
the word “dryasdust” is seen often enough in his pages. Of 
course it was dryasdust, but underneath the dust there sparkled a 
fact, and his genius of hard work made him willing to wrench it out 
and set it in its place in the mosaic. Now there must sometime 
have been a young Carlyle that had not got to the history stage, and 
thus sometimes much preferred a walk in the heather or on the sands 
to studying his book. But he just sat him down to his work and 
did it. and the books that we read show that it may have been 
repellent, but it was not futile. |

WHEREAS men and nations, prophets and 
political leaders once emphasized the word 
“liberty,” they now are stressing the word

proper cultivation of the soil, available and 
suitable, the United States could raise pota- 
toes enough not only to meet its own needs, 
but to supply the world. The matter has 
now taken the attention of the secretary of agriculture. He says that 
within an hour's ride of New York city there is enough uncultivated 
land to produce many times the quantity of potatoes—15,000 bushels 

shipped from Scotland, and he goes on to say: “This applies not 
only to the potato crop, but to nearly all the trucking crops, and this 
situation does not affect New York alone, but every city and com- 
munity from Maine to Texas.” 

In the course of an interview on the subject the secretary 
traverses the ground already covered by this newspaper. Two of 
our correspondents, however, one in Ihnois and the other in 
Nebraska, touch on phases of the potato problem which thus far 
seem to have escaped the comment of Secretary Wilson and others. 
The principal of these is that the cultivation of the potato is in a 
crude state in this country. It 1s a costly vegetable, comparatively 
speaking, because, owing to unskilful cultivation, the yield per 
acre is not nearly what it should be. What it should be ts tndi- 
cated by what it has been in several well authenticated instances. 
Only four times in forty-five years has the average yield per acre in 
the United States reached or passed 100 bushels. Maine has reached 
a vield of 200 bushels or over, four times in 45 years. 

~ Now, what are the possibilities? A farmer in Cass county, 
\linn., we are told, produced 425 bushels to the acre this year; R. A. 
Chisolm, at Del Norte, Col., has grown 794 bushels on a measured 
acre: a boy in Montevista, Col., in competition for a prize, gathered 
976 bushels from an acre. In Germany, we are intormed, the season 
being favorable, an average of about 400 bushels to the acre ts pro- 
duced. Germany produces a third of all the potatoes grown in the 
world. An Illinois farmer is credited with saying that he has demon- 
strated the possibility of raising in that state 1000 bushels to the acre. 

As one of the correspondents referred to points out, “conserva- 
tion of moisture and available water supply is the keynote to large 
vield of produce.” The record potato crops in Colorado are doubt- 
less attributable largely to conditions that make intensive agriculture 
! Under the irrigation system the moisture may be regu-

loted. But different conditions prevail in Maine, m Minnesota and 
in Illinois. Very different conditions prevail in Germany. Mani- 
festly. the solution is not to be found in hunting for tavorable cond- 
tions. but in meeting with knowledge and skill whatever conditions 
mav exist or arise. Whether it be a humihating adnnssion or not, 
the fact seems to be that with natural conditions that are envied by 
the world at large within the reach of the American tarmer, he i 
beaten at almost every port by the cultivators of small patches o 
the old world that have been vielding crops fora century. The Amer- 
ican farmer evidently needs to learn how to cultivate the soil so as
